Suſſex, the Eftate of Barbara Mill 
and Frances Mill, Spinſters, in 
Truſtees, to enable them to join in 
the Sale of the ſaid entire Manor, 
Lands, and Hereditaments, for 
raiſing Portions for them and their 
Two Siffers. 
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
